Flags of all nationalities, 
streamers of fresh cut flowers, and 
strings of fire-crackers hanging 
from electric light poles were pre- 
dominant. 


Villagers, elders, kaifongs, and 
even the little boys and girls who 
used to play about in the street 
bare-footed turned out-in full 
force in their best holiday attire. 
It was indeed a gala day for Shau- 
kiwan villagers, the occasion be- 
ing the inaugural ceremony of the 

. opening of- the extension of the 
‘tram terminus. : 
The Ceremony Starts 

The ceremony started from the 
old terminus at 10.30 promptly, 
where a gaily bedecked car waa in 
waiting. The Union Jack and the 
Chinese Republic flag were smart- 

“ly interwoven. at the front and 
rear of the car, Special cushions 
were commandeered from the 
Tramway Company’s bus, and a 
party of elders and kaifongs, to- 
gether with the Hon. Mr. B. D. F. 
Beith (Chairman of Directors of 
the Tramway Co.),. Mr. L. C. F. 
Bellamy. (General Manager), Mr.

We regret to announce the death, 
which occurred after a very brief 
illness, this morning, of Mr. J. W. 
Kew, of the well-known Kew family 
of Hong Kong. 

Mr. “Joe” Kew, by which name he 
was popularly and affectionately 
known, had been apparently in the 
best of health and . as recently as 
Saturday 
expedition and early yesterday was 
out shooting: He returned to his 
home complaining of the extreme 
heat and of pain in the head and 
the back of the neck, Obviously, he 
Had been too much in the open and 
exposed to the sun’s- severe glare. 
A doctor was consulted, but Mr. Kew 
shortly afterwards succumbed, death 
being attributed-to cerebral ‘hhaemor- 
rhage. -

For some years at sea as a Marine 
Engineer, he retired early and start- 
ed the Hong Kong Steam Water 
Boat Co., Ltd., the first steam water 
boat eompany in the Far Hast, 
which waa tater purchased by the 
Union Water Boat Co,, Lid. _ With 
Mr, Hugh F. Carmichael, he was 
instrumental in inaugurating the 
Hong Kong Engineers’ Institute. 

He afterward commenced business 
as a Consulting Engineer and was 
one of the first to import motor 
boats and cars. For many years he 
carried on the business of a share- 
broker, was one of the founders of 
the Hong Kong Shareholders’ Asso- 
clation and acted for a period as 
Secretary. 

’ Moter Boat Business 


As a Consulting Engineer, he was 
for over 20 years sole agent for 
Gardner Internal Combustion En- 
gines and was the - pioneer of. the 
shallow draft moter boata on the 
upper reaches of the West River. 
His boat, the . “Tien Kong,”~a 
shallow draft tunnel stern boat, fit- 
ted with a Gardner kerosene engine, 
was the firat to operate on the xoute 
between Wuchow and Nanning and 
he later became a partner with the 
late Mr. Geo. Banker in several very 
successful motor boats, among which 
the most noted were the. “Tien Ma” 
and “Tien. Lik.” 

He also installed many Gardner 
engines in boats of from 60 to 80 
feet long for service on. the West, 
East and other rivers in the delta. 

: A Keen Sportsman 

Mr. Kew was's keen sportsman, 
and in the early days, before Great 
Britain aequired the New. Territory, 
often made “huge baga of snipe, 
quail, ete. and, ‘on one occasion, 
secured as many as five woodeock in 
one afternoon, which, as far as is 
known, is still a record for South 
China. . 

He'was also a keen yachtsman

GROWING INTEREST IN 
AGRICULTURE 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS 


Mr. H. A. Tempany, Director of 
Agriculture, .$.3. and F.MLS. has 
jssued’ the annual report of the’ Secre- 
tary for Agriculture for the year 1928. 
In this it is stated that the period 
under ‘review. was characterised by 
an'increasing and in some cases Very 
practical interest in the cultivation of 
crops other than rubber. This interest 
hag ‘undoubtedly been stimulated to.a 
considerable extent by the fall in the 
price of our most important agricul- 
tural product but it appears to be by 
no means ephemeral and to give pro- 
mise of possible future: developments 
that may prove:of considerable import- 
ance to this country. 4 

The large number of inquiries re- 
ceived by this department have related 
especially to the cultivation’ of oil “palm, 


pineapples, coffee, tea and tuba rost. | 


Attention may again be drawn to the 
shortage of supplics of pepper. The 
resulting high*price at preset obtain- 
able on the market should provide an 
attractive profit to planters experienced 
in pepper cultivation. Problems of soil 
eonservation and treatment are receiv- 
ing consideration, with the results that 
the old standard practice of clean weed- 
ing is tending to disappear and. that 
kiiowledge concerning the nature and 
uses of the best types of cover planter 
is spreading. 
Market for Rubber Seed 

A new development during the latter 
half of the year was the creation, by 
an American Corporation interested in 
the manufacture of rubber see@ oil, of 
a -market for rubber seed in 
Britain. All the seed purchased 
was exported. to Medan, in Sumatra, 
where the Corporation’s decorticating 
plant is situated. In order to comply 
with the regulations governing the 
import of rubber seed into the Nether- 
lands East Indies the consignments of 
seed had to conform to a high standard 
of quality and be covered by certificates 
of freedom from pests and diseases 
issued hy this department: Unfortun- 
ately, the necessity for exporting only 
seéd which would conform to the re- 
quired standard was not aiways renlig- 
ed, with the result that some consign- 
ments had to be refused the required 
certificates. Valuable experience -has, 
however, been gained during this first 
season and it is hoped that this will 
Jead to further developments and pos- 
sibly to the erection of a decorticat- 
ing plant in Malaya. 5 

The total exports of rubber seed for 
the year amounted to 7,905 tons valued 
at $246,040. Practically the whole of 
this supply was intended for oil pro- 
duction, The Corporation offered $22 
per ton of seed free on rail. An 
inquiry by this-department showed that 
on most estates the collection of seed 
was treated as a- spare time occupa 
tion for the labour force and that the 
average cost of collection and packing 
‘amounted to $11 per ton, Consequent- 
ly provided that the.cstate was not very 
distant from a railway or 2 port, a 
good profit was obtained, while the 
spare time eceupation ‘was of consider- 
able value to the labour force, espe- 
cially where Indians were employed. 

The interest now evinced by planting 
companies in modern developments for 
obtaining high yielding rubber trees is 
reflected in the large quantities of bud- 
wood, budded stumps and selected seeds 
imported from Java_and Sumatra 
throughout the year. The. actual guan- 
tities. recorded were 31,055 metres of 
budwoed,: 25,353 budded -stumps_ and 
387,110 selected rubber seeds, Small 
quantities of seed and budweod have 
also been exported.

The area planted with “wet” rice 
for the 1928 harvest was stated to be 


164,286 acres in the ¥.M.S. and 631,301 | 


acres in the whole of Malays.“ The 
corresponding crops reaped are given 
as 28,885,228 gantangs (gallons) and 
130,914,295 _ gantangs, respectively.

Palm 
of! has sold at about £38 per. ton and 
palm-kernels at about £20 per ton.

As anticipated, considerable difficulty 
was experienced .in maintaining the 
selected straine of ‘yellow flint maize 
which: had been inbred for five gen- 
é¥ations, Numerous crosses were made 
between them during the year and fur- 
ther crosses will be made, with the ob-| 
ject of obtaining strong growing and 
heavy yielding types of ‘this local 
variety. i 

we Soya Bean 

Continued selection experiments gave 
promise of useful results, - The best 
strains were those derived from two 
varieties, of which one was originally 
obtained from Siam and the other was 
originally imported by. Chinese agrieul- 
turists and grown for some years in 
Pahang. Several strains of each of 
these varicties are being multiplied at 
the Government Experimental Planta- 
tion, Serdang. 3 

Pineapples 

The area under this crop and the ex- 
port .of canned pineapples have been 
well maintained during the year. In 
Johore, where most of the fruit is now 
grown, three new factories wera in 
course of erection, These will bring 
.the total in Johore up to nine fac- 
tories, while there are five others oper- 
ating in ‘Singapore and one in Selangor. 

The United Kingdom is the principal 
consumer of Malayan  canined -pine- 
apples, taking about 30 per cent, of the 
exports and offering a good market for 
fruit of reasonable quality at a moder- 
ate price. 

Further - investigations are being 
undertaken by this department with a 
view to consolidating the position, 
which the Malayan product holds on the 
United Kingdom market and to extend- 
ing the. demand to other parts of the

The Chairman, in the course of his 
remarks, said:—Freed. now from the 
burdens Jaid upon us during the dif- 
ficult trading periods which we, in com- 
mon with others, have had to face dur- 
ing the last few years, we are in a 
position to. put before you accounts 
which show a substantial profit, which 
will enable us to give the sharcholders 
some reward for the long period dur- 
ing which they have had to practise 
It will be my pleasant duty 
to propose, a little later, payment of 
a-dividend of & per cent, but, before 
that, it will be desirable to deal with 
the accounts. : 

Increase in Exports 

The Hong Kong market is ‘éne which 
has a special bearing upon the results 
obtainable in your operations, and, ag 
I have pointed out on previous occa- 
sions, it provides our largest outlet for 
the lower grades, which must neces- 
sarily be disposed of along with the 
higher-class’ timbers. 
an easy year, as there has been a rise 
in rates of freight and exchange has 
been agginst us.

In Australia, to 
which I shall make particular reference 
later, shipments of loga and sawn ‘tim- 
ber have exceeded materially the aver- 
age during the. preceding four years. 

Qur total exports of logs and sawn 
timber ‘to all markets show an increase 
of nearly 35 per cent. as compared with 
the quantities shipped during 1027, 
This is particularly satisfactory be- 
cause, with our headquarters ‘situated 
in Borneo, where the local consumption 
ig quite inadequate to take off our sup- 
plies, the main fields to -which we must 
lock in the future, when our business 
will be expanding, must be abroad. _ 

Increased . Production 

During the year under review timber 
production in Bayneo showed an inr 
crease of 428,146 cubic feet over the 
figures for 1927, and J am pleased to 
be able. to tell you . that-in the first 
months of the current year an increase. 
in output of a quarter. of a million 
eubic feet has been obtained as com- 
pared. with the same period of the pre- 
vious year. This was due, however, to 
some extent to an exceptionally good 
output during the wet season, and we 
can scarcely expect that this rate of 
inerease will be continued during the 
remainder of the year. It is interest- 
ing to note that the quantity of rough 
timber passed through the saw-mill was 
23,596 cubic- feet less than in the pre- 
vious year,.. yet the outturn of sawn 
‘timber was more by a. few thousand 
‘eubic feet. This extra‘ outturn and 
various . economies effected have en- 
abled the milling costs to bé reduced by 
neatly 3% per cent., as compared with 
1927. In May of the current year tho 
Bandmiil, which had been silent since 
the March quarter of 1925, was re- 
started, but it is too early as yet to

: Given House Key 

“It appeared, said Det.-Inspector 
Fallon, that when.accused’s master 
removed from 225 Nathan Road to 


live in-Macapo, he left the things in 
his house, and accused was given a 
key. Instead of .going with his 
master to Macao, accused slipped 
away from the ship, returned to the 
house in Nathan Road, and took the 
articles mentioned in the charge 


and pawned them. He then went!- 


to Macao, while the master came 
back to Hong Kong. On returning 
to Macao, the master found some 
pawn tickets..in accused’s. posses- 
sion and discovered that he had 
pawned the two fur coats. Accused 
was arrested by the Macao Police 
and handed over to the Hong Kong 
Police en Friday. Accused had 
pawned the lot for $48, the first 
fur coat for $19.80 and the other 
coat for $14, : 
Foolish Pawn Brokers 

His Worship remarked that it 
was very foolish of the pawn 
brokers to buy them from accused, 
and he could have charged them 
with receiving stolen goods.. 

His Worship thought that a can- 
ing would do the accused good, so 
he ordered 12 strokes of the cane, 
the fur coats to be returned to the 
owner without compensation to the 
pawn brokers.

PORT CHARGES 


FACTORS IN HIGHER BRITISH 
COSTS 


CONDITIONS AT ROTTERDAM | 


The statement of a London port offi- 


‘|cial that “it is impossible to make a 


fair' comparison between the charges 
ina British and a Continental port” 
is very true with reference to direct 
computation of individual cases, as has 
been emphasised by the writer of these 
lines on many previous occasions, but 
the remark that ‘the: Continental port 
is generally subsidised” is incorrect in 
respect of Rotterdam, and all evidence 
is direetly opposed to the contention 
that “the Dutch taxpayer makes up the 
difference, which aceounts for the 
disparity between ship dues in Rotter- 
dam and in London,” writes the Rotter- 
dam correspondent of the “Journal of 
Commerce,” 

The basis of that disparity is actual- 
ly and substantially of a natural char- 
acter, and the port of Rotterdam needs 
no subsidies to maintain ship ‘dues at 
the present flat rate which is, of course, 
more favourable to ocean traders than 
to coasters. 

Unfortunately no separate accounts 
of the port estate arc kept at Rotter- 
dam, and the mixing of port revenue 
and ‘expenditure with ‘other items -of 
municipal finance may easily lead the 
outsider to believe that indirect aid is 
given from general funds. A recon- 
struction from the corporation ac- 
counts, however, shows a considerable 
surplus on estimated accounts for the 
port. 

From the time the first basins on 
the south bank of the river were taken 
over from the Rotterdamsche Handels- 
vereeniging in 1870 the capital expen- 
diture on port estate, equipment, plant, 
and approzches, including contribution 
to the cost of the New Waterway, is by 
2 liberal estimate £7.500,000 and the 

joan debt against these assets at 
5 500,000. Interest at 4% per cent. 
and contribution to sinking fund at 1% 
per cent. per annum, requires £390,000 
per year for- both items; general Te- 
pairs, maintenance and salaries in 
harbour master’s department amount to 
about £80,000 per year, Harbour dues 
on scagoing ships bring in £440,000 
and on riverships nearly £100,000 per 
year, leaving a sum of £70,000 to meet 
police expenses, general charges and 
eost of medical supervision. Loecally 
this sum is considered amply sufficient 
for these needs. 

No account has then yet been taken 
of revenue from quay dues, rent 
of appr: ated berthy and pro- 
perty, drydock rates, ete, which 
amount to about £165,000 per 
year, and there ean thus be little doubt 
that, if accounts of the Rotterdam port 
were kept, the annual contribution to 
unappropriated receipts aceount would 
be in excess of the sums saved by 
either the Port of London . Authority 
or the Mersey Docks and- Harbour 
Board. ~ 

Of course balances of unappropriat- 
ed receipts account might in the past 
have been applied for 2 reduction of 
the loan debt, but it may as well be 
considered that a considerable portion, 
though not the whole, of such savings 
would have been absorbed by the losses 
during war years, when the trade of 
‘Rotterdam was completely paralysed. 
Fundamental Differences in Condition

Revenue from barge. traffis is gen- 
erally negligible in British ports, but 
at Rotterdam nearly ne-fifth of the 
total ship dues is derived from barges 
and other river craft. * 

Bulk c&rgoes,- constituting the 
largest. part of the trade, are at Rot- 
terdam transhipped directly overside 
into, or loaded directly from, barges, of 
up to 4,000 tons burthen, so that be- 
tween 55 and 40 per cent. of the berth- 
age accommodation is at dolphins and 
buoys, and the quick turn rotind pos- 
siblé in these cases improyes the earn- 
ing. capacity of the aceommodstion, 
which is less costly than space at quay 
berths. 

Vessels moored in quay berths at 
Rotterdam pay quay dues in addition 
to harbour dues, a fact too often 
ignored in comparing dues in British 
and Continental ports, and us, more- 
over, the rent for appropriated berths 
does ‘not show anything like the same 
disparity as in the case of ship dues, 
the differences between dues on liners 
in British ports and in- -Rotterdam is 
not nearly- so’ considerable as in the 
case of vessels carrying bulk cargoes. 

The flat rate of harbour dues at 
Rotterdam: meéans comparatively high 
burdens being imposed on the coasting 
trade. Recently the owner of a fleet 
of motorcoasters at Rottermdam stated 
that one of his ships of 267 gross and 
163 net ‘register ton, arriving with 
cargo and sailing in hallast, incurred 
98.28 gis. in pilotage and ship dues 
alone at Rotterdam, while the same 
ship, with inward carge te Gravesend 
and sailing’ in ballast, incurred but 
16s. 7d. in tonnage dues and advice of 
arrival, and dues in the Thames being 
only just over 10 per eent. of the dues 
at Rotterdam. 

The difference between high and low 
water, extremely small at Rotterdam 
so that dpen harbours can be con- 
structed for all purposes, but very con- 
siderable on the West Coast of Eng- 
land, is a factor of real influence in 
the cost of providing and operating ac- 
commodation for ships. ~~ 


Average Burden of Ship “Dues 


Comparison of ship dues in British 
ports for long haul trades-with the flat 
rate at Rotterdam is nc fair method, 
and apparently the only just way is to 
compare the ‘average burden of dock 
and river dues with the flat rate and 
with the average burden of harbour 
dues and quay dues at Rotterdam. 

The average burden of dock and river 
dues at London in 1923-1924, which 
is the last year for which detailed fin- 
ancial accounts were bublished: has 
been’ calculated by the writer to be 
19.5d, per net register ton. At Liver- 
pool the average burden of. dock ton- 
nage rates has been found to be 18.6d. 
per ‘net register ton in 1926-1927, and 
in 1927-1928, compared with 11, 8d. in 
1913, the increase since 1913 being 58 
per cent. 

At Rotterdam the flat rate of har- 
bour dues (5.4 cent per gross cubic 
metre ¢r .3534 gross register tons) is 
80 per cent. higher than-in 1913. The 
-pverage burden. of: harbour dues at 
Rotterdam is to-day just over 25 cents, 
or 5d. per, net register ton, and ships 
moored in quay berths incur 2d. to 3d. 
per net register ton in-quay dues, vary- 
ing with the length ocenpied, the depth 
of berth and the number of days. 

- When the differences in the cost of 
accommodation. are taken into account, 
out even neglecting other causes—dif- 
ferences. in. the «level of wages, 
the . natura of. ‘traffic, and. in 
revenue from barge and © other 
trafic, the. average burden of 
ship dues at Liverpool is 26 per cent.,

In these days when Mr, C. T., Wang, 
the Kuomintang Minister for Forcign, 
Affairs, claims that foreigners should ~ 
actually,.be made subject. to the juris- 
diction of his own race, it is interest- 
ing: as . well aS horrifying 
to observe how the people of 
Nanking treat their criminals con-' 
demncd'to.the last dread penalty of 
death. . . 

‘Readers will realise that present-day 
China is-still in the days of Tyburn, 
and. of its horrors. a8 

Tha féllowing account appeared in. 
thé “China Press” of Tuesday, July 31, 
1929, of the method,. these people’ em- 
ploy towards the condemned:— '. 

“The. strangulation of a condemned 
criminal by means ofa erude wooden 
cross in the shape of a crucifix about 
ten feet in height, conceived to be. a 
very crue] and awe-inspiring to 
would-be criminals was a gruesome 
spectacle Monday morning. The pri- 
soner was formally identified in the 
Provisional Court and after heing al- 
lowed a last request—to write a letter 
te a friend at the Hanyang Arsenal,

A Horrible Device a OS 

The condemned man was asked to 
take a Jook at the awful device with 
‘which his life was to be ended, 
A shudder went. through his 
frame, and.he became virtually oblivi- 
ous to all that went on around him. 
His hands were tied together behind 
and he was made to stand on a wooden 
stool at‘the foot of the crucifix, A 
rope tourniquet was then fastened 
around his throat while the other end 
of the rope was tied firmly 
to the cross  settion. of the 
device. The stool was then kicked off 
from under his feet- and the victim left 
to choke to. death. "i 3 
. To precipitate the end, two execu- 
tioners caught hold of the struggl- 
ing man’s feet as he writhed ‘and 
twisted In the agony of pain. Yet, 
twenty minutes: later, he wae still 
alive, his legs were twitching weakly 
and his eyes. and tongue bulged out 
of his head. The executioners, ex- 
asperated with. their unsuccessful 
attempts to force out the life more 
quickly, kicked with all their might 
at the stomach of the man twice, 
which sufficed to end the criminal 
career of. theit victim. 

Chen Chun-sen, for . that is the 
name of the man who -paid the ex- 
treme penalty, alias Tai Han- 
chwang, was 22 years old, and s 
native of Hupeh province. He was 
convicted’ by the Provisional Court 
of slaying Tai Ping-shih, 9 Chinese 
merchant, on -Hupeh.

LIQUIDATION OF: ANT}: 
JAPANESE SOCIETIES 


OLD CUSTOMS 
: ‘Canton; Yesterday. 
It will, be recalled that after 
the Tsinan | affair last year anti- 
‘ Jupanese societies were started 
throughout the country to boycott 
Japanese yoods and cease all com- 
mercial and financial dealings with 
Japan, An anti-Japanese Society 
was formed in Canton, which eon- 
ducted a very rigid examination of 
goods of Japanese origin, confiscat- 
ing them when found. Now that 
the Tsinan matter has been settled, 
ihe raison d'etre for the further 
existence of the society no longer 
exists. The Provincial and Muni- 
vipal Tangs have decided to take 
over the documents and confiscate 
goods from the society. Five re- 
presentatives from each tang have 
been appointed to attend to the 
liquidation of the society, which will 
‘hereafter be reorganised into a 
Society for the. Protection of the 
Country. It is understood that 
when the confiscated goods have 
been taken over, they will be sold 
at public auction.
